BERLIN, June 1, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)}—The Cologne Volkszeitung says 
it is reported, although not- confirmed, 
that King Victor Emmanuel! “and his 
Personal staff have departed secretly 
from the Italian General Headquarters 
at Udine on account of the Austrian of- 
fensive and retired to Venice.

GAVIRA SEES PERSHING;

Two. Generals Confer at Two 
Sessions. and Later Dine 
Together.

INVENTED HYDROAEROPLANE 


Court Awards Priority Over Curtiss 
to Albert S. Janin. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Priority of 
invention of the hydroaeroplane was 
awarded today by the District Supreme 
Court to Albert S. Janin against Glenn 
H. Curtiss. +A decision of the Commis- 
sioner of Patents was reversed on the 
ground that Janin. had established a 
date of conception three years ahead of 
Curtiss. The court held, however, that 
its decision would not take from. Cur- 
tiss the patentable ‘‘ subject matter he 
may have originated.’’ 





In January, 1915, the Board of Exam- 
iners of the Patent Office decided that 
Albert 8S. Janin, then a poor Staten 
Island cabinet maker, was the inventor 
who had made the hydroaeroplane 
Possible. : 

In the controversy that followed the 
use of the. Curtiss hydroaeroplanes, it 
came out that Mr. Janin produced the 
device in 1900, about a year before Mr. 
Curtiss jhad attempted to use hydroaero- 


planes at Hammondsport and failed. In 
1910 Mr. Curtiss began testing a canoe- 
like device for carrying the aeroplanes 
until they gained enough momentum to 
lift them from the water. 

Thomas A. Hill, a lawyer, of 233 
Broadway, took up Mr. Janin’s claims 
and placed them before the Examiners 
of Interference of the Patent Office. 
He charged that, on July 3, 1910, Mr. 
Curtiss tried four times to raise his 
plane from the surface of Lake Keuka, 
and that he admitted his failure. It 
Was shown that drawings of the device 
since successfully use@ were made by 
Mr. Janin long before this time and that 
he tried to build a machine but lacked 
the money necessary to do so. 

In answer Mr. Curtis contended that 
his device had failed at Lake Keuka 
because its motor was not sufficiently 
powerful. The Examiners of Interfer- 
ence decided against Mr. Janin by say- 
ing, ‘‘ While he (Curtiss) was thus en- 
gaged, Janin’ was sleeping on his rights, 
trom which slumber he did not awake 
until after the achievements of Curtiss 
had been widely published.”’ 

Following this the case was brought 
before the Board of Examiners, who 
found for Mr. Janin, their opinion read. 
ing in part, ‘‘ He (Janin) is a poor man, 
evidently struggling for a sufficient in- 
come to meet his current living ex- 
penses. From what his witnesses testi- 
fy, it is apparent that he was continu- 
ously striving to raise funds to develop 
his ideas, which were regarded by many 
as illusionary.’’ 

It was also brought out that during 
the years he was striving to perfect his 
invention,. Mr. Janin was regarded by 
many as being unbalanced, in the same 
way the Wright brothers were regarded 
by their neighbors before they made 
their first successful flight at Kitty

INCOME IN DRINK 


Mrs. Partridge Appeals to Court 
to Appoint Guardian for 
Jamies Humphrey. 


HE DENIES HER CHARGE 


Accuses His Stepfather of Squan- 
dering Mother’s Wealth and 
Making Trouble. 


A Justice of the Supreme Court and 





a jury will hear testimony on June 
17 ‘concerning the habits of James 
Humphrey to determine whether he is 
a habitual drinker and whether he is 
incapable of managing his own affairs. 
While the law permits a person to have 
his mental and physical capacity tested 
in this manner, the usual proceeding 
is for a.Commissioner named by the 
court and a Sheriff’s jury to take the 
testimony. 

Humphrey will be 30 years old on 
Dec, 24, 1918, when he will come into 
possession of a trust fund of about 
$400,000 .left him by. his father. His 
mother, Mrs. Augusta V. Partridge, pe- 
titicned the court for the appointment 
of a committee to care for his person 
and -property. 

Mrs. Partridge lives at 158 West 
Fifty-eighth Street and the home of 
her son is at 170 West Seventy-second 
Street. In her petition Mrs. Partridge 
says her son “ has become and now is 
a habitual drunkard, having become 
addicted to the habitual use of liquor, 
whereby he has become incapable of 
managing his affairs, and has become 
and now is subject to the imposition 
of designing persons who take advan- 
tage of his unfortunate habit and have 
induced him to give away and spend 
his money in riotous living.” 

Humphrey has an income from the 
trust furd of about $15,000 a year and 
his mother says that he has applied to 
the Equitable Trust Company for a loan 
of $40,000, secured by his interest in 
the fund. To prove that this money, 
if procured, would be wasted, Mrs. 
Partridge says that for eight years her 
son has been drinking to excess, that 
his habit is to buy such articles as 
jewelry and automobiles for which he 


is frequently unable to pay, -that he 
comes home at all hours in the morning 
“in a helpless condition so that the 
following weg. A he would be so incapaci- 
tated as to be unable even to care far 
rhimself.’’ 

Mrs. Partridge said that she had to 
pay some of his bills, and that he 
wanted to raise money for the purpose 
of opening a roadhouse to be conducted 
by one Walter Bhillips, the keeper of 
a saloon in New Rochelle. An affidavit 
from Dr. Edmund J. Palmer was tp 
the effect that Humphrey’s indulgence 
had sometimes caused him to have 
hallucinations. 

In an answering affidavit Humphrey 
denied practically everv statement made 
by Mrs. Partridge and laid much‘ of 





the trouble between him and his mother 
to the action of his stepfather who, he 








said, had no occupation since hé mar- 
ried and.was supported by his fake 
He said that he was never so’ m 
under the influence of liquor that he 
did. not. know’ what he was doing .or 
to forget how. to behave like a gentle- 
man, that his health was good, his 
mind clear, and that he was capab 
of taking care of himself. He left his 
mother’s home because his life there 
was unpleasant, he said, and accused 
his stepfather of having spent a great 
deal of his wife’s money and of having 
got. into serioug trouble in France be- 
cause of his failure to pay his bills. 

Concerning his effort to raise $40,000, 
he said that he was anxfous to go into 
some kind of business: and had been 
adyised that money could: be. made hy 
the purchase of the Hotel Cedarcliff at 
New Rochelle. After telling a good dq@al 
about his home life, the alleged char- 
acteristics of ‘his stepfather, and how 
his mother acted toward him, Humphrey 
said that he thought it would be “ bet- 
ter for your deponent to cover ag much 
of the family skeleton as is possible.’ 

Accompanying his affidavit are others 
from: persons who say that he hag al- 
ways behaved himself, that he is not 
a habitual drunkard, that he is capa- 
ble of looking after himself and his 
property.

‘Yet they_must be aware that there is 
a well-directed movement afoot to use 
the machinery of the National Guard |. 
organization to gain purely political 
ends.. Some of” them must ‘already 
have seen ‘a circular letter addressed to 
his “comrades” by General’ A. B. 
CRITCHFIELD of the Ohio militia, con- 
gratulating the Guard ‘on its recent 
victory in the face of “strenuous ef- 
“ forts to destroy it by substituting an- 
“other body of volunteers,” and -de- 
claring that “much absolutely neces- 
“sary for the development and future 
“ success of the Guard*is yet to be se- 
“cured.” General CRITCHFIELD com- 
mends a majority of the Senators and 
Representatives in Congress for will- 
ingness and friendliness, but points out 
that they were unable to do all that 
they might-have done if they. had been 
more familiar with. the Guard and its 
needs. Wherefore he urges that no 
National Guardsman shall vote here- 
after for a candidate for Congress who 
is not or has not been a Guardsman. 
He recalls the fact that General Dicr, 
father of the Dick law of 1903, which 
began the transformation of the 
Guard into a national body,. was a: 
Guardsman of large experience. 

The National Guardsmen themselves 
should be the first to repudiate this 
letter and its political advice. They 
should unite in condemnation of all 
such attempts to degrade their military 
body. If they willingly play the polit- 
ical game suggested by CRITCHFIELD 
they will inevitably lose public respect. 
With 800 Guardsmen, prospectively, in 
every Congressional district, there is 
no’ doubt, that the organized militia 
could temporarily exert an intolerable 
influence in national politics. But it 
could not hope for permanent success 
on that basis. Its reputation would 
suffer immeasurably. Every hint ‘of 
legislation for the benefit of the Guard 
would arouse national wrath. At- 
tempts to increase the Federal pay of 
the Guard, to make civil service laws 
inoperative for the benefit of reserve 
Guardsmen, will never be tolerated. 
Unless the Guardsmen themselves 
check this outrageous plot in its very 
inception, they will see the day when 
their organization will be held in con- 
tempt in every part of the Republic, 
when it may even be swept out of ex- 
istence by the force of public opinion. 
The country has already endured all 
the National Guard politics it can en- 
dure with patience. 

We have not the slightest doubt, 
however, that the National Guardsmen 
generally will repudiate CRITCHFIELD 
and all his sort, that they will endeavor 
to make their organization conform 
under the new law to regular army re- 
quirements and take their new respon- 
sibilities seriously. - 


MR. WILSON AND MR. ROOSEVELT 
ON CITIZENSHIP. 

In his Memorial Day address at 
Arlington Mr. Witson described sym- 
pathetically a natural result of the 
European war, the quickening of mem- 
ories of the old home in the new, the 
poignant interest of many millions in 
this nation molded of the flesh and 
blood of all nations, in that tremendous 
shock of peoples, ancestral peoples, in 
so Many cases peoples where the fa- 
thers, brothers, sons, friends, of living 
Americans have fought and fallen: 


It has stirred the memories of men 
drawn from many of the belligerent 
stocks. It has renewed in them a na- 
tional feeling, which has grown faint 
under the soothing influences of. peace, 
but which now fiares up when it looks 
as if nation had challenged nation to 
a final reckoning, and they remember 
the nations from which they were 
sprung and know that they are in this 
life and death grapple. 

We do not wish men to forget their 
mothers and their fathers, their for- 
bears running back through long, I4- 
borious generations which have taken 
part in the building up of the strength 
and spirit of other nations. No man 
quarrels with that. From such springs 
of sentiment we all draw some of the 
handsomest inspirations of our .lives. 

But all that we do criticise is that in 
some instances—that are not very nu- 
merous—but in some instances. men 
have allowed this old ardor of another 
nationality to overthrow their ardor for 
the nationality to which they have 
given their new and voluntary alle- 
giance. 


The ties of descent are weak or 
strong, but everybody probably be- 
lieves secretly that the blood in his 
own veins is the best. This is a worthy 
pride, if, treasuring all that is in- 
herited of strength, of brain, of char- 
acter, cultivation, and tradition, the 
American inheritor adds to it a com- 
plete Americanism, a thorough oneness 
with America, a resolute preference of 
American interests before all others 
and against all others. Mr. WILson 
shows where the line must be drawn:

America must come first in every 
“purpose we entertain, and every man 
must count upon being cast out of our 
confidence, cast out even of our tol- 
erance, who does not submit to that 
great ruling principle. 


At Kansas City, Tuesday; Mr. Roost- 
vEeuT, continuing his patriotic work 
for broad, thorough, unified Amer- 
icanism, laid down the sound prin- 
ciple that should regulate the ,opin- 
ions and conduct of all Americans in 
reference to international affairs:

NEW JERSEY’S WATER POISONERS 
“We have had o¢casion to make 
friendly protest against New Jersey's 
sewage disposition plans as unneigh- 
borly defilement of our neighborhood. 
It is now time to warn New Jersey 
against the poisoning of the water sup- 
ply for reasons. of especial interest to 
New Jersey. According to The Jersey 
Journal, members of the New Jersey 
Board of Health are proposing “as the 
“settled policy of the board that: com- 
“munities bordering upon potable 
“streams may empty their sewage ef- 
“fluent, no matter what its condition, 
“into the potable waters, and that the 
“burden of purifying the drinking wa- 
“ter of the disease germs and filth 
“rests upon ‘the community which 
“ proposes to drink the water.” ‘That 
is the proposal of the resolution which 


‘isto be acted upon. today. 


No doubt purity is costly. The ques- 
tion is, who should bear the cost? The 
New Jersey official proposal is that de- 
filement is to be made chéap and law- 
ful, and that the burden of restoring 
natural purity is to rest upon. others 
than those who cause the defilement. 
Purity at the source is a better policy. 
It is cheaper, easier, and juster to 
keep clean than to clean up. It is the 
height of bad citizenship to throw dirt 
over a neighbor’s fence and cause him 
to complain to the Board of Health. 
Yet here is the Board of Health itself 
proposing that one New Jersey neigh- 
borhood shall be cause of offense to 
another, just as it is proposing to 
dump New Jersey sewage into New 
York Harbor. The protest of New 
York resulted in imposing upon the 
Passaic sewer plans standards of pur- 
ity to be enforced by Federal super- 
vision. The result is that New Jersey’s 
sewer must purify its contents before 
discharging them into the harbor. If 
that had been recognized in the begin- 
ning, the cost of a tunnel to deep 
water might-have been avoided, and 
the ,effluent might have been dis- 
charged into New Jersey waters. 

It is timely, therefore, at this stage 
to suggest to the New Jersey Board of 
Health that the time for purification 
of sewage is before it defiles flowing 
streams, and that the cost of purifica- 
tion is the proper charge of those who 
cause the defilement. That is not a 
counsel of perfection. It is simple de- 
cency and ordinary economic sense. 
The cheap and nasty way has cost New 
Jersey too much for it to allow this 
plan to be imposed upon it by those 
who ought to be defenders against it. 
These are not subjects of interest 
solely to New York or to New Jersey. 
They are of mutual concern, for many 
New Yorkers drink Jersey water, par- 
ticularly in the months now approach- 
ing. 


THE BUILDING ZONE ORDINANCES. 

The ordinances giving power to dis- 
trict the city and to regulate the 
heights of- buildings come before the 
Board of Estimate today. In support 
of them the Advisory Council of Real 
Bstate Interests has prepared a con- 
vincing set of resolutions, signed by an 
even more convincing set of names of 
those influential in the real estate 
trade. Every word and every name 
carries weight. It would be difficult 
to put together a more impressive ar- 
gument in fewer words, and impossible 
to get so many owners, dealers, banks, 
insurance companies, and ‘others to 
sign such resolutions without reason in 
their support. 

Further support for the ordinances 
may be found in the fact that they are 
popular. There has been hardly any 
adverse criticism, and the commission 
which has prepared the plans has 
shown itself open-minded toward sug- 
gestions which were really construct- 
ive. The general desire has not been 
to relax or weaken the proposals.

Men 
were allowed to build on their own 
land what they liked, although they 
threw shadows over their neighbor and 
cut off his view. Thus they made all 
services provided by the city both 
scanty and costly, and absorbed to a 
limited few the values which would 
have been greater if they had been 
more general. It is singular that the 
city world famous for its skyscrapers 
is. a .low-buflt city on the average. 
Architects have calculated that New 
York averages one and a half stories 
lower than Paris. That is because the 
average in Paris is near the maximum. 
The restriction: of our cloud-seeking 
constructions is going to raise the 
level of the city’s skyline. Taxpaying 
will be easier because there will be an 
increase of rental values instead of an 
increase of tax valuations, unless they 
are found together... The great virtue

less vicious custom of making the urban 
and suburban regions they traverse 
worse than those regions were before 
their arrival. They effect that undesir- 
able end by producing as many ugly 
noises and scattering as much grime as 
the law allows—at least that much—and 
so driving away all except the most care- 
less of neighbors. 

Only within years comparatively re- 
cent have any of the American railways 
seemed to mind the existence of these 
conditions or their own. aggravation of 
them. Some of the roads apparently 
don’t mind them yet and others not as 
much as they should. 

The great majority of the railway sta- 
tions seen are most miserable specimens 
of the builder’s art. They are almost as 
ill-kept as ill-designed, and though half- 
hearted attempts to improve the im- 
mediate surroundings of what most of us 
will insist on calling ‘‘ depots” have 
been made here and there, too often 
nothing of the kind has ever been at- 
tempted, and the “ grounds ” of the sta- 
tions are brilliant examples of neglect. 

Now and then the inhabitants of one 
of these towns—usually the women—de- 
cide that it {s necessary to ‘‘do some- 
thing ’’ about the matter. They raise 
a little money, as recently in New 
Rochelle, and, sometimes without help 
from the railway and sometimes, as in 
the case mentioned, with assistance from 
it in the shape of labor, they clear away 
rubbish, sow some grass seed, and set 
out a few flowering shrubs. That helps, 
but the old stations remain as bad as 
before, 

The New Haven road has some excuse 
at present for thinking more of economy 
than of aesthetics, but even not as much 
as that.can be’ said of others. It would 
pay them to better advertise the ane 
they serve.

Antique Fans, Laces, Brocades, and 
Spanish Silver on View. | 

The" last exhibition of the season is 
now on at the American Art Galleries. 
It consists of antique fans, laces, lin- 
ens, brocades, old velvéts, antique Span- 
ish silver and books. # The fans are, 
many of them, interesting. There are 
Louis XVI. specimens, showing designs 
in the style of Boucher and other eigh- 
‘teenth century masters, the mounts re- 
vealing the influence of the great vogue 
of ‘ Chinoiserie.”” English fans are 
decorated with classic subjects and with 
prints. Spanish fans are elaborate in 
design and one old Philippine filigree 
silver fan goes to the extreme limit of 
fanciful ornament in low relief designs 
of figures, flowering-plants and pagodas. 

The laces are of a kind to attract 
feminine attention and one Italian linen 
shirt trimmed with Sicilian lace was 
made for shoulders of giant breadth.

Sculpture at Buffalo. 

The National Sculpture Society of New 
Yotk has made arrangements for its ex- 
hibition at the Albright Gallery, Buf- 
falo, from June 1 to Sept. 4. The 
formal announcement states that the 
idea of such an exhibition originated 
with-the late Karl Bitter, but his un- 
timely death temporarily postponed the 
actual realization. The closing of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San 
Francisco offered a felicitous oppor- 
tunity to develop and carry the idea 
into effect and Miss Sage was quick 
to seize it. 

All the galleries of the Albright Art 
Gallery will be cleared of paintings, and 
the grounds surrounding the gallery will 
also be placed at the -disposal of the 
sculptors. The sculpture from the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition will stop at 
Buffalo and other pieces have been s80- 
licited from many artists. The exhibi- 
tion will consist of original works of 
sculpture in all its branches, medals, 
plaques, small and large sculpture in 
bronze and marble, plaster and other 
material, wood and ivory carving, ob- 
jects of sculpture ‘in precious metals, 
portraits, allegorical statues and 
groups, and works of decorative or 
monumental character. 

The sculptors labor under many dis- 
advantages in bringing their. works be- 
fore the public which the painters do 
not encounter. Their expenses are in- 
finitely greater and their risks corre- 
spondingly larger. There are few gal- 
leries in which they can exhibit on the 
same basis as the painters. The* exhi- 
bition in the Albright Art Gallery this 
Summer should attract those who have 
an ambition to see the sculpture of our 
American artists as they have never 
seen it before and as they probably will 
not see it again for many a long day.

Why Britain Seizes Neutral Mail. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Recently I sent to a friend in London press 
extracts on the seizure and examination by 
the British authorities of American mail to 
neutral countries. I have now received a 
letter from him which, in view of the latest 
American note on the subject and the feel- 
ing existing, will perhaps convince the un- 
prejudiced that the practice of closely 
scrutinizing all mail from the United States 
is not only warranted but imperatively neces- 
sary. My correspondent writes in part: 

But there is another side to the question, 
and, curiously enough, it was brought to 
my notice the other day by one of our letter 
censors, an extremely able man, who is in 
charge of the commercial censorship. He 
showed me most astounding instances of 
codes being used in letters and informa- 
tion of extreme value being sent from 
America to the enemy, and the same thing 
in the case of neutral letters coming from 
neutral countries to America. 

Of course, the consequence must be that 
harmless and innocuous correspondence 
must suffer for the faults of those firms 
who lend themselves to spying. The proof 
is indisputable, and the ingenuity exercised 
is really something wonderful. The conse- 
quence is that even trade circulars have to 
be opened and examined most minutely. 
Indeed, a good deal of the secret communi- 
cation is carried on in these circulars, 
which are often used to form the basis for 
a telegraphic code.

I met him for the first 
time at one of his clinics and was deeply 
impressed by the work he was doing. Hav- 
ing studied the subject here and abroad, and 
for several yeats lectured on vocal hygiene 
and taught public speaking in the Unt- 
versity of Toronto, I can speak with some 
authority. I have never seen detter treat- 
ment of speech defectives than that given 
by Frederick Martin. It is not true that he 
has a speech defect. He had one when a 
student at the City College, but he has over- 
come it, and in doing so he prepared him- 
self to help others more than a man who 
has not made the same struggle. I was on 
the program with him and some of his 
pupils before the Academy of Education when 
they spoke without the slightest trace of 
former defects. It is well known that only 
a small percentage of cases require medical 
attention, and Mr. Martin knows his sub- 
ject so thoroughly he can easily distinguish 
those that are pathological, and these must 
be treated by a specialist.

Therefore, but few persons know what 
insanity is in plain words. 
As a man who has seen the progress 
of insanity, even~ unto- death, in the 
person of an intimate, talented, and in- 
tellectual friend, and as a man who has 
often been on the verge of insanity— 
and just sane enough to know it—I have 
tried to get at just what ‘it is that dis- 
tinguishes' an insane person from a 
“normal” human being. 
I have arrived at the conclusion that 
it- consists of the difference between 
dreaming when you are asleep and when 
you are awake. Expressed in more in- 
volved language,. it is the over;develop- 
ment of the imaginary, the ideal, the 
subjective, until the person affected 
cannot distinguish between what he 
thinks and what he sees—the images 
and ideas of his own brain and the ob- 
jects ‘and persons surrounding him. 
Judged from this standpoint, it is only 
the person of high ideals, creative in- 
tellect. and vivid imagination who “ has 
brains enough to go insane.’’ This sub- 
jective and spiritual is never strong 
enough in the average “‘ normal” per- 
son to overcome the impressions re- 
ceived by the material senses—except 
when those senses are all deadened by 
sleep, drugs, pain, &c.

us, because, “if England and France 
did not take the necessary steps to suc- 
cor Belgium, who sacrificed herself for 
them, the whole civilized world would 
rise in horror.’’ Since the taking on di- 
rectly of Belgium’s support, assuming 
that to be possible, would add to the 
Allies’ burden, and “ curtail their power 
of resistance,” he asks, ‘‘ Are we not 
helping to prolong the war by our mis- 
guided philanthropy? ” 

This is more savage than war, War 
has not yet lost all human sentiment. 
The Captain in the trenches, confronted 
by the other side of this same question, 
does not look coldly on a wounded com- 
rade lying outside of them. He does 
not forbid good lives to be risked in the 
attempt to save one poor one. Fratce 
still gives the Cross of War and Eng- 
land the Victoria Cross for just such 
acts of personal bravery and military 
impudence, notwithstanding they tend 
to curtail their own national “‘ power of 
resistance.” And, fortunately, the 
greater part of the civilized world, for 
which this correspondent shows so much 
regard, has already risen up in horror 
at Germany’s outrage of the Belgian 
people, and, in admiration and gratitude 
for their heroic defense of civilization 
against the German cnemy, have poured 
out money to Eeep them from starva- 
tion. The American head of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium, Herbert 
Hoover, a man singularly clear and 
sound in his judgments, says that there 
is urgent need for more and more 
money. It is to be hoped that such 
communications as the one I have 
quoted from will deter no American 
from respor.ding to Mr. Hoover's appeal.

Jacob H. Schiff, in Address, 
cused Their Persecutors. 


THE New York Times quoted Jacob 
H. Schiff incorrectly in an address he 
made on Sunday a week ago before the 
Central Jewish Committee. This was 
shown yesterday by a stenographic re- 
port of the speech. 

Mr. Schiff, in speaking of the Jews in 
Russia and Poland, said. 

“I am second to none in my feeling 
for our oppressed brethren in Russia 
and Poland, not only for what they are 
suffering now, but what they have suf- 
fered: for the last fifty years. But it 
has occurred to me—and it is consider- 
able thought I have given to this—that 
if the Jews of Russia and the Jews of 
Poland would not have been kept as a 
separate people by discriminatory laws, 
the preie udice and the persecution to 
which they have been subjected would 
not have reached the stage to which we 
all regret it has ey. come.” 

The TimEs reporter who heard Mr. 
Schiff and wrote the account of his 
speech understood him to say that the 
Jews in Russia and Poland had kept 
themselves ‘‘as a separate people ’’ and 
so had been in part responsible for the 
persecution.

ON THEFT CHARGE 


Social Leader Held for Cashing 
$500 Check Without Funds 
| to Meet It. 


KNOWN AT BRITISH COURT 


Fortune Left by Her Husband Gone 
and Large Judgments Filed 
Against Her. 


Mrs. Adeleine Powell Black of 512 Fifth 
Avenue, successful as a social leader, 
having been twice presented to British 
royalty, and for five years active in ar- 
bitration, peace, and civic propaganda, 
has been unsucccessful in her financial 
affairs.’ Her troubles culminated yester- 
day in her arrest and arraignment in 
the Tombs Court on the charge of cash- 
ing a check for. $500 without sufficient 
funds on deposit to meet it. - She gave 
cash bail for her appearance for exami- 
nation on June 7 

Mrs. Black gave up her rooms at ‘the 
Hotel Manhattan yesterday and sought 
seclusion with friends, it was said, al- 


. though she still retains her apartment at 


512 Fifth Avenue, where she and her 
daughter, Dorothy, have made their city 
home since the death of her husband, 
Elmer Ellsworth Black, in 1909. 

Mrs. Black went to the Stock Exchange 
and banking house of Farson, Son & Co., 
at 115 Broadway, on Jan. 20, and pre- 
sented a check drawn on the Guaranty 
Trust Company, at Forty-third Street 
and Fifth Avenue, which occupies the 
ground floor of the apartment house 
where Mrs. Black has lived for some 
time. As Farson, Son & Co. had known 
Elmer Ellsworth Black as a member of 
the banking house of N, W. Harris & 
Co. of New York and Chicago, with 
whieh he had been identified for many 
years, they readily accepted the check. 

According to the understanding of the 
firm at the time, Mrs. Black said she 
needed the money because. she 
moved to the Biltmore, where she was 
not very well known and desired to pay 
cash for her lodgings. The check was 
returned, and later the Guaranty Trust 
Company made it known that Mrs. Black 
had some time previously been requested 
to close her account there. It was said 
at the Biltmore that Mrs. Black had not 
been there since December. 

Requests for payment, addressed to 
Mrs: Black’s Fifth Avenue apartment, 
were ignored. Last week she called at 
the office of the attorney for the bank- 
ers, Saul S. Myers, 60 Wall Street, and 
informed him that. all of the fortune, 
estimated at $100,000, which she had in- 
herited from her husband was gone. 
She mentioned one or two unfortunate 
investments, in addition to a heavy loss 
in publishing a magazine. She ex- 
pressed the intention of going to Chi- 
sage and appealing to some of her 
friends for help. She also said she had 
some money due her for the decorative 
work for the National Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

The firm and its attorneys refrained 
from pressing Mrs. Black for paymen 
but on Wednesday when word reache 
them that she was preparing to go to 
Chicago, they obtained a warrant on the 
charge of grand larceny and caused her 
arrest at her rooms in the Manhattan. 

It was learned yesterday that this in- 
debtedness is but a fraction of the 
amounts owing by Mrs. Black, most of 
it to merchants. A judgment for $9,000 
has been obtained against her by Stern 
Brothers, and a small judgment has been 
recorded in favor of B. Altman & Co. 
Social friends of Mrs. Black, all of whom 
expressed regret at her misfortune, at- 
tributed her financial troubles to lack of 
business knowledge, and in large expen- 
ditures for the various movements and 
abe oe in which she was actively 

terested The only comment Mrs. 
Black had to make regarding the check

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ABUSIVE LETTER TO MAYOR. 


Special School Examination to Trap 
the Writer Fails. 


A threatening and abusive letter re- 
ceived by Mayor Mitchel and thought to 
have been written by a pupil in -Public 
School 123, Irving Avenue and Suydam 
Street, Brooklyn, caused the Principal, 
Joseph G. Furey, to hold a special ex- 
amination yesterday, the only real im- 
portant part being for the pupils to write 
the name John Purroy Mitchel. In the 
letter the Mayor’s name was spelled 
** Mitchal.’’ 

When the papers were turned over to 

Principal Furey he found that four of his 
pupils had used the letter writer’s meth- 
od of spelling the Mayor’s name. A 
careful comparison of the writing, how- 
ever, failed to reveal the culprit. 
- The letter abused. the Mayor for his 
failure to provide a playground for the 
district adjacent to’ the school. On the 
back of it was written, ‘‘ This-is from 
Mr. Furey, Principal of P. S. 123.’’ It 
was postmarked from Station A, which 
is at Broadway and Manhattan Avenuq 
while the district near the school is 
served by Station S and the Ridgewood 
station. 

Mr. Furey said after the examination 
that it had been made at the reuest of 
the police, but that he was positive none 


of the students was responsible for the 
letter.
